At tho same timo Mrs. Frank 
Savage, owner of the razed building, 
notifled tho Are department that 
Aamefl had started to rage again.

Tho association questions the "en- 
actment ot aufih a ayatom of^referen- 
dum of creating bonded obligations 
upon taxpayers la tho abaencsj of the 
Vsual. referendum vote of tho people 
who did not have to petition for a 
referendum." 

Tho auporvlsors, In the notice of 
Intention to iBSue $188,000 funding 
bonds, gavo citizens until August 1 to 
petition for a. referendum vote. Twen- 
ty percent of the county's voters, or 
7,000 names would bo required to 
place the proposition before the vot- 
.era accordlPR.ta.tbe eupervlaora'-no-^ 
tico. The taxpayers aaaoclation con- 
tend: ' 

"Lako county's unpaid taxes In 
1925 were |37,587 and since that time 
tho same have aggregated about 
$0,447,000 of which $2,269,332 waa for 
last year. Such big figures for our 
amall community mean that too many 
farms and Tiomea are being forfeited 
to. the State of IlUnoIs, -In aplte of 
the fact that Federal loana have to a 
minor degree aided In paying off each 
.pnpald taxes while the financial bur- 
den Tamaina on the taxpayers in the 
fonm. of mortgages, some of which 
are already being forecloaed." 

The petition points out that "taxa^ 
tlon, without, fair representation- at 
the ballot box of the "people." through 
iBBuance of bonda without giving peo- 
ple the opportunity of a vote on the 
question, "mean ultimately too much 
confiscation of property still left the 
owners."- - 

The recent bond Issue passed by the 
supervisors provldea for $188,000 in 
bonds to draw 4 per cent Interest and 
to be retired over 15 years beginning 
July 1, 1940 and ending July 1, 1955.

Plans are fast maturing for equip- 
ping all state police cars nnd motor- 
cycles with radios, advice from the 
State House at Springfield reveals. 
Bids have already been received for 
tho complete inatallatlon of broad- 
Qastlug Btat'ions over tho Stale In 
Bev.en different locations but the con- 
tracts have not heeu lormally award- 
ed. 

Tlireo stations will he located In 
northern Illinois and Uiree In south- 
ern IlHnoIa with tho main station on 
tlio State Pair ffrounda In Springfield 
where work baa already begun. 

The wavo-length will be so low on 
the dial that, very few private radios 
will be- able, to receive messages 
broadcast' to the Btat6 policemen. It 
Is bellevod tho radio system will be a 
great aid In checking crime In the 
State; particularly in the rural areas 
where. H. i8> difficult to maintain con- 
stant contact with tbp troopers. 
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Market values of farm lands In nil* 
nels, Missouri, and Arkansas have In- 
creased approximately 20 per cent, or 
about 910! per average acre, It Is Indi- 
cated by sales ot tho Federal Land 
Bank of St. Xioule; 

iGood f^rms in the corn belt bring 
from f 25 to |60 an acre more than 
they did a year ago and are selling 
at from |12S to $175 jjer acre, accord- 
ing to J. P. Leonard, Aurora, Illinois, 
real estate fieldman for the bank. 
Lands be described as^ medium to 
good are up about 110 an acre over 
1932 and sell from $30 to $60 per acre. 
Low grade farms, regarded largely as 
Bubmarglnal, have Increased to only 
a small extent In sale value and aro 
on the market'for from.UO to $25. 

Most of the rise In value, Leonard 
said, has occurred within the last 
two years and was snore uotlceable 
from last September to the present 
Since January 1, the Federal Land 
Bank has sold 252 farms for $772,090. 
Down payments In cash run to about 
one-third of this sum. Last year dur- 
ing the same period, the bank dis- 
posed of 224 farms for $GG3,490. 

Mr. Leonard listed aa reaaons for 
this rise In farm land values the In- 
crease In the sale price of livestock 
and crope, an Increased demand from 
farmers for farms, and the rellnanc- 
luff' activities of the Federal Land 
Bank. 

"Ninety per cent of the funds 
loaned by the Federal Land Bank has 
beoii used to rennance existing In- 
debtedness,'* Mr. Leonard said. "Thla 
has stopped thousands of foreclosure 
sales and has kept many fanms off the 
market." . .' •

THE ISSUE OF FREEDOM 
A recent editorial in Liberty said: "Our pioneer 
ancestors were determined to be free men. They wanted 
the privilege of guiding their own destiny, of forming 
their own government, of living their own lives in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of their conscience and in- 
telligence. And they valued their citizenship, the Con- 
stitutional rights delegated to them. As citizens they 
were far better informed about their government than 
wc arc today. We were born into it. It has come to 
lu through inheritance. And like the idle shiftless soms 
of rich men, having made no sacrifices for our liberties, 
wc value them lightly. And perhaps much of the free- 
dom wc now enjoy may be lost before wc awaken to the 
dangers that now confront us." 

Too many Americans pay no attention to govern- 
ment. They accept the proposal and passage of laws 
that arc opposed to both the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution without complaint. They watch the 
growth of political bureaucracy, and the centralization 
of political power, without the slightest regard is to 
what that may do to our institutions. 

Recent decisions of the Supreme Court in the NRA 
and other cases have, it is to be hoped, helped to focus 
a measure of public attention on the issue of freedom 
versus political dictatorship. If America is to be mam- 
taincd as a free democracy, the home of free temporiz- 
ing with those who would change our system of gov- 
ernment — even as there can be no compromise between 

individualism and socialism, communism or fascism.

VITAL SERVICE TO THE FARMER 

An example of the vital services that good coopera- 
tive institutions provide for their members — services 
that arc not obtainable elsewhere — was provided during 
the recent eleventh annual session of the American 
Institute of Cooperation. 

Executives of cooperative dairy associations, cou- 
pled with research experts, made the most searching 
probe in ten years concerning the national and interna- 
tional outlook for marketing America's dairy products. 

The probe and the ensuing appraisal included factors 
of production; the trend of consumption; the effect of 
imports on both dairy products and competitive oils and 
fats; the extent to which two years of operation under 
federal and state control has changed market conditions; 
the possible influence of reciprocal trade agreements 
upon dairy products, and similar questions which affect 
the future welfare of the dairy farmer. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the worth of such a 
probe. Leaders of dairy cooperatives throughout the 
country will be much better prepared to cope with the 
marketing and price problems they face, and to inform 
their members as to the best course of future action. 
They will be able to scientifically develop plans, and to 
proceed with greater confidence and certainty. 



SANE SAFETY MEASURES ' 
"VC^riting in Public Safety, Robert I. Catlin points 



out that there arc three factors involved in solving the 
automobile accident problem — Education, Engineering 
and Enforcement. He then says that Enforcement 
represents the weakest link in the chain, and makes 
specific suggestions for strengthening and improving our 
legal machinery for coping with reckless and incompe- 
tent drivers. 

First, every state should enact the "standard" driv- 
ers' license law, providing for a thorough examination 
of all applicants for licenses. 

Second, there should be more suspending and revok- 
ing of licenses of drivers who arc congenitally unable to 
operate their cars safely. 

Third, separate traffic courts should be established, 
whose purpose should be educational as well as punitive. 
Fourth, traffic schools should be set up for violat- 
ors of driving laws, under the supervision of the police 
department. This has been done in several cities, and 
the work is meeting with great success. 

Fifth, there should be more adequate protection for 
pedestrians — who are the worst sulTcrcrs from danger- 
ously driven automobiles — such as walkways and over- 
head and under ground passages across congested inter- 
sections. 

Sixth, a Citizens' Advisory Committee should be 
created in every city to cooperate with the Commission- 
er of Motor Vehicles in an effort to further increase the 
efficiency of traffic law enforcement, and to educate and 
interest the public in safety work. 

These suggestions arc simple and workable, and they 
can be put into effect, in any town or city. They point 
the way toward saving thousands of lives that are now 

needlessly destroyed by automobiles each year.

MAYBE THEY WERE HONEST 
The action of the House of Representatives in vot- 
ing down the "death sentence" clause of the Wheclcr- 
Rayburn utility holding, company bill, has been followed 
by a vast amount of recrimination, denunciation and 
plain name-calling. 

It is said, for example, that the vote was swayed 
by a powerful utility lobby which led the Representa- 
tives around by their noses, at the expense of the public 
interest. And, oa the other side of the fence, it is said 
that pressure from political sources likewise caused rep- 
resentatives who were really against the bill, to vote 
for it. 

It doesn't seem to have occurred to any of these com- 
mentators that the Representatives may have simply 
voted as they are supposed to vote — on the basis of what 
they honestly believed to be In the public interest and 
compatible with their duty, and that the vote thus re- 
flects the genuine sentiment of the nation. 

There is evidence enough to suggest that as the true 
answer. More than a million people wrote their Con- 
gressmen about the bill — and the majority of the letters 
opposed the death sentence. When the hearings were 
held, a legion of responsible observers testified for and 
against the bill — and again the majority were opposed 
to the death sentence. Some of the best known of the 
Representatives, during the floor debate, spoke against 
the death sentence — and their arguments were not poli- 
tical, but social and economic. 

It is certainly reasonable to assume that the Repre- 
sentatives who voted for the bill believed that the 
death sentence was good and necessary — and it ts also 
reasonable to assume that the large majority which voted 
the other way were equally sincere and honest. The 
death sentence lost by around a two-to-one majority — 
and the best guesscrs as to the state of public opmianT 
think that a national referendum would produce about 
the same result.

NEW BRUNSWICK. N. J.— Present 

prospects do not Indicate that IntlaUon 
aavero enough to cause further dollar 
devaluation will come soon In this 
country, but as an attlmate develop 
ment It seems to bo a very real dan- 
ger, Ixonard P. Ayrcs, Vice President 
Cleveland Trust Company, said here 
tonight In an addrosa before the Qrad- 
nate School of Banking. Ho *bolIeved 
thia sutement to be true "unless tho 
government enters frankly upon a pol- 
icy of issuing flat money with which 
to moot its oxponses.'* At present that 
does not seem to bo In sight, be said. 

The Graduate School Is operated 
Jointly' by tho American Institute of 
Banking SecUon of the Amorlcan 
Bankers Association and Rutgers Unl- 
Torstty to offer advanced studies for 
bank oOlcers. ' 

"We have so enormously Increased 
tho capacity of our banking system for 
credit expansion that it Is dimcuU to 
seo how we coiild have a Tlgoroua 
bualncBB revival without having it do- 
velop Into a credit InflaUon." Colonel 
Ayres declared. 

Inflation ■ Slow Proeesf 
If inflation does como' It will bo a 
slow proces. ho said, pointing out that 
In Germany, France, Belgium and luly 
It took about Ave years to dovelop from 
tho Umo when the- governments en- 
tered' upon policies of flnanclng UirgQ 
poaco-tlmo doflclts by bank credit up 
to the time when tho public generally 
began to spend money rapidly because 
of fear that It would atlll further do- 
preciato In purchasing power. 

"If we aro to go through such a 
period hero it would seem Ukoly thi^t 
it might hist rather longer than the 
corresponding periods did abroad," ho 
said. "Its beginning would date from 
tho spring of 1033 when wo left tho 
old gold basis for our money and en- 
tered upon the policy of nnanclng targe 
governmental dedclts by tho sale ot 
Federal securities mainly' to banks 
rather ,'han to private Investors. 

"Tlv method that we aro following 
Is the one that proved disastrous In 
Europe tor In aU. those countries In- 
cluding Germany, the Increasing Issues 
of money that caused tho Inflations 
were not more printing press issues 
of flat currency, but were secured by 
governinont bonds and notes dlacounV 
ed at tho banks, Novertheleas. the 
process Is Inherently a slow one." ' 
Among the clearest lessons taught 
by the European experience. Colonel 
Ayres assorted, la that there aro "no 
good hedges agalnat Inflation." J?« 
added: 

Did Not Lighten Debt Qurdeni 
**One of tho atrango facta about these 
Inflations Is that while ihoy deatroyfld 
the values df "moat exlatlng flobu, they 
did not succeed In lightening the debt 
burdens of either the people as a 
whole, or ot the corporatloas. 

''Inflation destroys the value of bonds 
and mortgages and so conflscatea tho 
property of these holders ot obliga- 
tions ond hands It qver to tho share- 
holders and tho equity owners. How- 
ever, It introduces so many new eco- 
nomic dlOlcuUles that these share and 
eaulty holders are at once forced to 
incur new Indebtedness io that wben 
atablllxation comes the problems of 
debt are abontaa. uoubleiome at they 
were before, or even more ao." 

The Ave reQuIsites of Inflation were 
listed by Colonel Ayres a»i first, a pe- 
riod of sustained acUvo buslneaa; bso> 
ond, a rising stock market; third, real 
credit expansion; fourth, j greater out^ 
flow of sold *'than we can tolerate 
which would force na to cnt our cm^ 
renoy entirely free from gold"; and 
Qftta. continued large budget deflciU in 
government operation*.

for 1935 Increases 

State to New High 



with a toUl of 1,398,565 automobile 
and trucks reKlaterod in Illinois on 
June 30, the n-umber of motor vehicle 
licenses Issued in tho state this year 
1b greater than for any year since the 
automobile license law became effec- 
tive, a report from Secretary of Slate 
Edward J. Hughes, Indicatoa. 

The data show 1.227.404 passenger 
cars and 171,161 trucks licensed on 
the roada. Chauffeur's tags total 69,- 
166; dealers, 3,653: trailers, 9,168; 
and motorcycles, 4,07a. The Secre- 
tary of State anllcli>ates a much 
greater Increase in rcKlstratlons next 
year when tho reduced motor license 
fees will be paid by automobile own- 
ers. 

The new automobile license fee 
rate reduceil the $8.00 rate to $6.^0; 
$12.00 to $10.50; $30.00 to $17.00; and 
$25.00 to $22.00. TJii.q law became ot- 
fectlvo July 1, 1935, but will not be 
of muuch bonoflt to automobile own- 
ers until they apply for new license 
plates In 1936.

HAS It ever occurred to you that 
tho French word dfijeuner Is 
a comblnotlon of the words "Joun- 
nor"— to fast— and "do" which 
means as ' a prefix "un", so, 
whether you "broak-fast" or "un- 
fast" you're doing pretty much 
tho same thing? But a French 
omelet Is quite a different thing 
from a puffy omelet, although you 
have to break eggs to make both. 
Here's tho „ . 

Method for Makinff French 
Omelet: Beat four eggs slightly. 
Just enough to mix tho yellow 
and white. Add ono-half teaspoon 
salt, a few grains pepper and four 
tabloapoons milk, water or cream. 
Put a small amount of butter In a 
hot skillet and shako around tilt 
It's well greased on bottom and 
sides. Pour In egg mixture, re- 
duce heat and cook very slowly 
until creamy, constantly lifting 
the cooked portion at the sides 
with a Knife or spatula to allow 
the uncooked mixture to run out 
and cook. When creamy all 
through, roll or fold over like a 
half-moon and serve at once. 

Another Way 

And here's the way to make a 
puffy omelet with exactly the 
same Ingredients: 

Beat four egg yolks until thick 
and lemon colored. Add one-half 
teaspoon salt, a few grains pepper 
and four tablespoons milk, water 
or cream. Beat egg whites until 
stiff and fold Into the yolks. Put 
ft small amount of butter In a hot 
■Ullet and shake around tUl It's 
well greased on bottom and sides. 
Foot in efS sUztiurflf reduce beat 



and cook very slowly tmtU a 
golden brown on the bottom and 
the mixture Is well puffed up. 
Then set skillet In the oven for a 
minute or two to dry off the top. 
Foid over like a half moon and 
servo at once. 

But thcbo two methods are not 
tho only way of varying omelets 
by a long shot. You can make 
vegetable omelets, omelets with 
macaroni and tomato sauce, aspar- 
agus omelets, cheese omelets, fish 
omoleta. jolly omelets, mushroom 
omelets and many more. Here 
ore a couple made by the methods 
described above. ' 

Try These Omelets 

Atparofruj Omelet'. Make a 
French omelet of four eggs, one- 
half teaspoon salt, a lew grains 
pepper and four tablespoons 
cream, adding two tablospoona 
grated cheese Just before pourlnK 
Into skUlet. Cut the all-greea 
asparagus from a lOH-ounce caa 
In half-Inch pieces, heat, drain off 
any liquid, add one tablespoon 
butter, one teaspoon lemon JnlcQ 
and one teaspoon chopped parsley, 
and reheat. Spread over omelet 
just before folding. Serves four 
UberaUy. 

OheeMC and Bpinaeh Omelet: 
Make a puffy omelet of four ess** 
one-halt teaspoon salt, a few grains 
popper, four tablespoons cream 
and one-thIM cup grated cheese, 
folding In the grated cheese wWi 
tho beaten egg whites.

This popular 
vegetable may be served In any num- 
ber of ways, hut liere are two of the 
best: 

Creamed New String Beans 
String 2 quarts of beans, cut In half- 
Inch pieces and set aside In cold 
water 30 minutes; drain and cover 
with boUlng water; add I tablespoon 
ot cut onion for flavor, and boll 30 
minutes, or until tender.

-tho beans while cooking Drain and 
coyer with cream sauce made with 
bacon drippings or butter.
